SUBJECT: Professional Exchange Between Psychologists in 
Psychological Services Division, Office of Medical 
Services, and Behavioral Activities Branch, Office 
of Technical Service 


1. On 31 March 1981, the STAT 
Behavioral Activities Bran Chief 
of the Psychological Services Division, to discuss topics of 


mutual concern and to identify areas of potential professional 
exchange between PSD and BAB psychologists. Based on this 
meeting, it was agreed that PSD and BAB would: 


(a) assist each other in recruiting professional 
psychologists. 


(b) assist each other in reviewing and compiling 
information on psychological tests. and assess- 
ment procedures. 


(c) explore the possibility of sharing consultants. 
(d) identify areas of mutual research interest. 


(e) consider the possibility of joint PSD-BAB 
participation in various programs. 


(£) consider the eventual exchange of psychologists 
between the two staffs on a rotational basis. 


(g) brief each other on current and projected programs 
and activities. 


2. On 16 April 1981, C/PSD and the two PSD branch chiefs 
briefed C/BAB and three other BAB psychologists on current PSD 
activities. BAB is expected to reciprocate soon. 


3. Both staffs view closer cooperation as highly desirable. 
Such cooperation has the potential to increase the quality and 
effectiveness of professional psychology as practiced in CIA taday.
